S.O. 3(E). —Whereas the Government of Karnataka have intimated a few alterations 
in the name and extent of territorial divisions in the State and inadvertent slip or 
omission, in the description of certain assembly constituencies mentioned in Tabic H of 
the Delimitation Commission’s Order No. 20 of 5 August, 1974, in respect of the Stale of 
Karnataka; 

And, whereas the Commission considers it necessary and expedient to make amend¬ 
ments in the description of the extent of those constituencies and correct t’nr errors arising 
from inadvertent slip or omission so as to bring the Order correct and uptodatc; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 11 of the Delimitation 
Act, 1972, the Election Commission hereby makes the corrections in the said Order as 
follows:— 

I. In Table B—Assembly Constituencies*— 

(i) Under column 2, against 36-Kudhgi, in the description of the extent of the 

constituency, for the existing entry, the entry “Kudligi circle m Kuclligi taluk; 
Mariammanahalli circle in Hospct taluk; and Kalavi, Hakandi, Kombli, 
Kotnakall, Sovcnhalli, Nowli and Thimmalapuram, villages in Hadagalli ciiele

division", shall be substituted; 

(vi) Under column 2, against 208-Kugwad, in the description of the extent of the 
constituency, for the existing entry, th e entry ‘‘Kagwad circle and Athani 
circle [excluding Athani town and 1-Athani (Rural), 4-Muragundi and 5- 
Masaraguppi villages) in Athani taluk in Chikkodi sub-division", shall be 
substituted ; and 


(vii) Under column 2, against 209-Athant, in the description of the extent of the 
constituency, for the existing entry, the entry ‘‘Athani town, 1-Alhant 
(Rural), 4-Muragundi and 5-M‘asaraguppi villages in At’nani circle and 
Ananthapur and Telsang circles in Athani taluk in Chikkodi, sub-division”, 
shall be substituted;
